Therefore, in order to practically demonstrate the different grades, we put them up in sets of 
four coins, which we sell for 50 cts. per set.

Ever see a coin that 
looks like a giant bagel?

Six-Fold Increase 


Just ask Jack F, Burns 
or W. W. Woodside, who, in 
their. spare time, have 
helped to increase six-fold 
the money collection at the 
Carnegie Museum in the 
past 12 years. 


The most recent acqui- 
sition is Mr. Burns’ exten- 
sive collection of what is 
probably the least famil- 
iar money used in the 
U. S. teday—by convicts 
in prisons and penitentia- 
ries throughout the coun- 
try. 


Mr. Burns, of 105 Lee Rd., 
North. Hills, is an industrial 
relations specialist for the 
Blaw-Kriox Co; He got the 
idea: for the collection from 
a magazine article he read 
in 1959. It was about gam- 
biiig in the Nevada prisons. 
Inmates gambled, he no- 
ticed, not with money, but 
with small brass tokens. 

One . hundred _ seventy- 
seven letters later, Mr. 
Burns completed his collec- 
tion of the different kinds of 
money used by prisoners,

Medals honor University of Pittsburgh 


200-year-old university among first in the United States 


By Sam Deep 


Hugh Henry Brackenridge arrived at Pitts- 
burgh in April 1781. There he found a trading 
post and a garrison town surrounded by wild 
country with outlying communities still fear- 
ing attack by Indian raiding parties led by 
British officers. These 40 acres of cleared 
land at the confluence of the Allegheny, 
Monongahela and Ohio rivers held fewer than 
400 inhabitants. Pittsburghers in those days 
were mostly Scots (like himself), Scots-Irish 
and German. 

At the age of 32 Brackenridge was admitted 
to the Philadelphia bar. This was December 
1780. Although his reputation and experience 
would not prove sufficient to earn him an invi- 
tation to join the framers of the Constitution, 
it is said that he was among the handful of 
Pennsivanians who, if called, would have 
served his state and country with distinction 
during the historic events of 1787-1788. 

Why would such a gifted man leave Phila- 
delphia, hotbed of the American Revolution, 
for the edge of the Western frontier? In his 
own words, “I saw no chance for being any- 
thing in that city, there were such great men 
before me.” He also recognized the vital role 
that Pittsburgh was to play in the actualizaton 
of America. He noted: “This town must in fu- 
ture time be a place of great manufactory. 
Indeed the greatest on the continent, or per- 
haps in the world.” He saw possibilities that 
the advancement of Pittsburgh and of his own 
career could be intertwined. 

Brackenridge had an immediate and dra- 
matic impact on western Pennsylvania. He 
quickly became a leading member of the bar. 
Soon after he met his lifetime companion, Sa- 
bina Wolfe Brackenridge, daughter of a Ger- 
man farmer whose farmhouse sheltered 
Brackenridge in a rainstorm while traveling 
south of Pittsburgh. In 1786 he established the 
weekly Pittsburgh Gazette, which recently 
celebrated its 200th anniversary as the Pitts- 
burgh Post-Gazette, Pittsburgh’s only morn- 
ing daily. Use of the Gazette to advance his 
personal ambitions proved successful Oct. 10, 
1786, when he was elected to the state assem- 
bly. 


Academy of learning 


He took great advantage of his office to de- 
velop his hometown. No later than December 
1786, he entered a petition to charter the first 
academy of learning west of the Allegheny 
Mountains. He had laid the groundwork for 
his request three months earlier by publishing 
a long article justifying the academy and fi- 
nancial aid from the state to run it. In part it 
read, “the situation of the town of Pittsburgh 
is greatly to be chosen for a seat of learning; 
the fine air, the excellent water, the plenty 
and cheapness of provisions, render it highly 
favorable. ...”

The bill that established the Pittsburgh 
Academy was passed by the assembly Feb. 28, 
1787 — just 10 weeks before the opening of 
the Constitutional Convention. (This date was 
celebrated this past winter at Pitt with a gala 
Founder’s Day Ball attended by more than 
2,000 dignitaries and friends of the universi- 
ty.) The model used by Brackenridge to shape 
his institution of higher learning was the Phil- 
adelphia Academy, founded by Benjamin 
Franklin in 1749 

It has been popularized, though not proven, 
that the academy’s first school building was a 
log house. Whatever it looked like, the struc- 
ture stood on a square of land gifted to Brack- 
enridge by the Penn family. The land was 
bounded by Second (Boulevard of the Allies) 
and Third streets to the south and north, and 
Smithfield Street and Cherry way to the west 
and east. The academy’s first principal, 
George Welch, was directed by its trustees to 
establish a curriculum that would include 
“the Learned Languages, English, and the 
Mathematicks.” 


University status achieved 


A few decades later, a growing Pittsburgh 
(now 7,000 inhabitants) needed more than an 
academy to educate its young people. As the 
largest city in the West, it was the site of all 
manner of heavy industry and was the major 
port of transit for the hundreds of thousands 
of settlers and travelers going to the West. 
Yet, Pittsburgh had no true college, and had 
to send her sons and daughters hundreds of 
miles to the East for higher learning. 

On Feb. 18, 1819, the state legislature ac- 
ceeded to the wishes of the academy’s trus- 
tees by rechartering it as the Western Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. The Rev. Robert Bruce, 
born in Scotland, was installed as the first 
principal of the university on May 10, 1822. 
One of the promises made in his inaugural 
address was to set up a school of medicine, 
which did not materialize until the Western 
Pennylsvania Medical College joined the uni- 
versity in 1892. He did, nonetheless, initiate a 
process of curriculum development that ele- 
vated the stature of the university. One of the 
early Western University of Pennsylvania stu- 
dents was Thomas A. Mellon, who used his 
education to establish Mellon Bank, today the 
most powerful financial institution in western 
Pennsylvania. 

On April 10, 1845, 56 of the most valuable 
acres in the city were blackened by fire. The 
main university hall was leveled. All records, 
files, books, furniture and scientific equip- 
ment were in ashes. Undaunted, the universi- 
ty trustees resumed operations by erecting a 
new school building on the site now occupied 
by Horne’s Department Store. But disaster 
struck again in July of 1849. Another fire de- 
stroyed the only university building and all its 
contents. This time the trustees gave up. They

dismissed the students, released the faculty 
and bought Allegheny County bonds with the 
$26,000 generated by selling salvagable assets 
and collecting on fire insurance. The universi- 
ty was closed. 


New university built 


A city now housing 100,000 people within a 
2-mile radius could not be long without a uni- 
versity. On Sept. 2, 1854, the cornerstone was 
laid for a slate roof building (to minimize the 
risk of fire) on the site of the present City- 
County Building. 

The new chancellor, George Woods, proved 
to be a wise choice. His continuous tenure of 
22 years was the longest of any head of the 
institution until 1942. Under his leadership en- 
rollment increased, an endowment was 
raised, the first technical and professional 
training departments were started, and the 
school became a true college. 

In 1882 the Western University of Pennsyl- 
vania property was purchased by the county 
commissioners so they could replace the Alle- 
gheny County Court House ravaged by yet an- 
other downtown fire. The $80,000 received for 
the sale was coveted by the trustees who 
faced a $20,000 five-year operating deficit. 
They moved the university across the river to 
Allegheny City (now the Northside of Pitts- 
burgh). Classrooms and administrative offices 
were set up in two Presbyterian seminary 
buildings for an annual rent of $1,400. 

By 1890 enroliment had reached a record 
high of 95 upperclassmen, and two permanent 
structures were built on Observatory Hill, still 
in Allegheny City. Under its new chancellor, 


f William Jacob Holland, the university rose to 


In 1895 Andrew Car- 
negie was elected to the board of trustees. In

became a true college under Chancellor 
Woods, it attained genuine university stature 
with Holland. 

Chancellor Samuel Black McCormick con- 
tinued the advancements of his predecessor. 
His administration is best remembered for 
three things. The first occurred in 1908 with 
the renaming of the institution to the Univer- 
The second noteworthy 
event was the move in 1909 of the campus 
across the Allegheny River to its current loca- 
tion in the Oakland section of the city. The 
third mark of McCormick’s success took the 
form of six new major campus buildings. 

Despite this chancellor’s obvious adminis- 
trative and academic achievements, it was 
the stunning success of the football team that 
brought Pitt a national reputation. Under the 
legendary “Pop” Warner, four seasons from 
1915 to 1918 produced four unbeaten, untied 
teams. 


John Gabber Bowman wouid lead the uni- 
versity from 1921 to 1945. The advancements 
he inspired in administrative reorganization, 
curriculum reform, and fiscal management 
are overshadowed by a singuiar triumph — 
the Cathedral of Learning. He battled paro- 
chial trustees, envious former chancellors, as 
well es an economic depression to fulfill the 
dream of erecting the tallest schoolhouse on 
the Earth. (Later the University of Moscow 
would add a tower to its main building so as to 
claim the title.) At 42 stories, the Cathedral! 
stands as a monument to Bowman's determi- 
nation and vision for the university he so ably 
guided. In his own words, “They shail find 
wisdom here and faith. In steel and stone, in 
character and thought, they shall find beauty 
adventure, and moments of high victory.” 


Medallic commemoration 


These two inspiring sentences form the re 
verse of the 1937 medal commemorating the 
sesquicentennial of Pitt, also coincidentalls 
the year in which Bowman dedicated the 
cornerstone of the Cathedral’s 52-foot-high 
Commons Room.

Napolione Bounaparte was the name given to the son of a 
Corsican soldier on August 15, 1769, one month after France 
defeated the Italians in Corsica. He was one of eight 
children whose father was confirmed into Italian nobility by 
the then king of France, Louis XVI. Along with the title 
came a grant of 2,000 francs. This meager sum was 
instrumental in providing an opportunity for the young 
Napoleon to later attend military school in France. 


As a child, Napoleon could be described as quiet, 
small, and lonely. In his garden at home he built a fence 
around a selected corner where he would often sit and play. 
In a letter written to his father he reflected the fire and 
spirit that would carry him through later life: " I would 
rather be first among the workmen in a factory than the last 
among the artists in the Academy." 


While in military school in France, he was often mocked 
by his classmates because of his lack of noble birth and his 
obvious lack of great wealth. Nevertheless, he became a 
sub-lieutenant at age 16. Among his favorite reading were 
works on artillary principles, the art of siege, the history 
of England , and Plato's Republic. 


In 1789, at age 20, Napoleon disembarked from France to 
do battle with the rebels in Corsica since the revolution 
was underway. Upon his landing, he marched through the 
streets of Ajaccio, received little resistance, the rebels 
scattered, and he was elevated to the status of full 
lieutenant. Returning to France, Napoleon confronted the 
inevitability of Louis' demise. When the king was captured 
he went back to Corsica to prove his revolutionary status. 
Napoleon accomplished this with a flair. . He was quickly 
elected head of the National Guard and attained the rank of 
lieutenent colonel in 1792. 


At age 24, Napoleon was the artillery officer during 
the siege of Toulons against the English. His plans to lay 
siege were chosen by the commanding officer after a number 
of unsuccessful attempts. This was his first victory and 
one which nearly cost him his life. Napoleon's horse was 
shot from under him and he was severely wounded in the calf 
by an English lance. 


Shortly afterwards, Napoleon was given the rank of 
brigadier general.. When Robespierre was guillotined, 
Napoleon was arrested and spent some time in prison until he 
could procure release. This he accomplished effectively by 
pulling some strings through his acquaintance with an 
influential diplomat. He was: appointed to the command of 
the Army of the Interior and, in the course of fufilling his 
duties, he met Josephine. 


The encounter occurred after issuing a decree against 
bearing arms. When a search was conducted siezing all 
weapons in civilian hands, a twelve year old boy appeared 
before the general with a plea to return his dead father's 
sword whicn had been taken from his mother. Touched by the 
boy's engaging manners, he ordered the return of the weapon. 
Shortly thereafter, he was visited by the boy's mother, a 
beautiful dark Creole from the island of Martinique. 
Courtship ensued and their plans for marriage were held off 
pending Napoleon's appointment as commander of the Italian 
Army. The appointment was made on March 2, 1796 and their 
marriage took place on March 6, 1796. As one author wrote: 


The position is assured; the prudent Josephine 
hesitates no longer. A legal friend has to certify 
that no birth certificate is now obtainable from the 
blockaded island in the West Indies, and that the 
authorities must therefore take the lady's word for 
the statement that she is twenty-eight. Since this 
knocks five years off her age. the bridegroom is 
gallant enough to add a year to his own. Thus the 
marriage begins with a twofold falsification of dates. 
A marriage settlement arranging for a division of 
property is signed, although the vicomtesse owns 
nothing but debts, and the warrior declares that his 
only possessions are his clothes, his uniform. 


The wedding ring was engraved with the words: "To Destiny!" 


Later, after one excommunication, one feigned 
assassination, and one actual assissination attempt, 
Napoleon assumed the imperial title on May 18, 1804 and was 
crowned emperor on December'2nd of the same year. 


In the couse of his career Napoleon's military exploits 
are legendary, however, his involvements. with mistresses 
while conducting military campaigns are not so widely known. 
While married to Josephine, Napoleon had a number of 
"companions." The most prominent was a Polish mistress 
named Walewska. She would visit him nightly and at least 
twice they spent a period of three months living together. 
Josephine had not provided him with an heir, and for twelve 
years he used this as justification for his philandering. 
Ironically, Walewska was with child when Napoleon divorced 
Josephine and it is not known if he knew that fact when he 
chose another woman for his wife. Napoleon declared at his 
divorce: "God alone knows how hard a step this is for me to 
take...But no sacrifice is too great for the sake of 
France..." Part of the settlement included 3 million francs 
per year, a tidy sum even for-a former empress. Shortly 
after the divorce, Napoleon married a Habsburg princess, 
Marie Louise, whose mother, incidently, gave birth to 13 
children. Eleven months later she bore him a son.

PITTSBURGH'S SESQUI-CENTENNIAL 


On June 21, 1908, Hon. George W. Guthrie, mayor of Pittsburgh and 
Chairman of the city's Sesqui-Centennial Committee, issued a proclamation 
and appeal which was published in the daily papers the next day. 

To summarize, this is what he said; 


"On Nov. 25, 1758, the British and Colonial troops under Gen. 

John Forbes took possession ef the ruined Fort Duquesne, abandoned by 
the French and Indians. 

The British flag was raised by Cel. John Armstrong, in the presence 
of Washington, Forbes, Bouquet, Mercer and other noted American and. 
British soldiers, 

This marked the beginning ef the first permanent white settlement 
ef the spot where our great city is lecated as well as the cenferring 
ef its name, 

On Nov. 25 ef the present year will occur the 150th anniversary 
of the permanent founding and naming of Pittsburgh and it is most fitting 
that the event be celebrated in a manner appropriate to the city's 
important history and great growth and achievements in many lives. 

In view of the fact that the city's birthday anniversary occurs at 
a seasen when the weather is likely to be too inclement for an outdoor 
celebration, it was thought best to have the chief Program during the 
week, Sept. 27 to Oct. 3. As the first important aet ef Gen. Forbes and 
his army, after taking possession ef and naming the site of Pittsburgh, 
was to hold a Thanksgiving service, se it is very apprepriately centenm 
plated to begin the week of celebration with suitable religious services 
in al churches, 

It is proposed to utilize only the evenings of the next three days 
for the appropriate ceremonies and functions. The last three days of the 
week will be occupied with outdoor demonstrations, parades and displays. 
One day will be particularly known as "Greater Pittsburgh Day". 

On Nov. 25th, the city's birthday will be appropriately ebserved. 

In order te make the whole celebration a fitting one, it will be 
necesaary for citizens to contribute financial aid according te their means 
to the fund required for the celebration. 

I trust the respomse to this appeal will be such as to insure a 
celebration commensurate with the dignity, greatness and history of the 
Clive” 


The chairman ef the Executive committee elected by council was Wm. 
H. Stevensen. H.J. Heinz was the second Vice-President ef the General 


Committee ef Citizens. 


The celebration was te be held in three parts: 1) Independence Day 


2) Week ef Sept 27 - Oct. 3 and 3) November 25th. 


These plan involved the raising ef $50,000 by the Fxecutive Committee. 

S Also Council appropiated $10,000 for decorations and $3500 for city department 
floats in the parade, plus $6794.90 Greater Pittsburgh Day Special Fund, 
The money fer the July th celebration was donated by U S Steel Corp. ($10,000), 
Pennsylvania Railroad ($4000), Pittsburgh Railway Co. ($1000), J&L Steel 
($2500), Pittsburgh & Lake Erie Railroad Co. ($1000), B&O Railread ($1000) 
and H.C. Frick ($1000). 

The Independence Day Program was held at Schenley Park, Washinton Park, 
McKinley Park, Arsenal Park andHolliday Park in the morning. The afternoen 
celebration was alse held at East Pask (North Side), West Park, Bighams 
Field (Duquesne Heights) and Ormsby Park (Southside). 

The entire cost was $9,035.25. 

An interesting event of the day was the Dedication ef the fountain 
designed by St. Gaudens in memory of Christopher Lyman Magee at the entrance 
ef the Carnegie Library. 

The raising of funds for Part 2 was behind schedule, so September 23rd 
was set aside as Sesui-Uentennial Contribution Day. Businessmen canvassed 

& the community for funds. The balance needed was raised from subscription 
and sale of tickets to the grandstand. Special invitations were sent toe 
special guests. A magnificent arch was erected at Grant St. & Fifth Ave. 
and a large number of ornamental pillars extending to Liberty Ave., on 
wnich was another fine arch. The arches and pillars were decorated with 


historic pictures and lights. 

The Chamber of Commerce had a trade excursion of its members into West . 
Virginia. They distributed Literature advertising the Sesqui-Yentennial. 
Many special guests attended - like descendants of Wm. Pitt, John Forbes, 
and George Washington. They stayed at the Htoel Schenley.

MEXICAN REVOLUTIONARY COINAGE 


1910 - 1917 
by Jerry Porter

From 1877 to 1911 Mexico was ruled by a dictator named Porfirio Diaz. 


Diaz was a ruthless leader who ignored the agrarian reform laws instituted 
by his predecessors and sold huge blocks of land to favored persons leaving 
the indiams with less land than they ever had. 


Im 1908 Francisco Madero, a rich cotton grower interested in humani- 
tarian ideas wrote a book titled The Presidemtial Succession In 1910 in 
WHICH he argued for political freedom and which brought about his nomina- 
tion for president by the Anti-Reelection Party. Diaz had him thrown in 
jail and declared himself reelected for another term. After his release 
Madero took refuge in the United States and pronounced the election of Diaz 
a fraud. 


The 1910-17 revolution that followed was agrarian in character ahd 

- intended to destroy the Diaz regime. During this period the republic exper- 
ienced a state of upheaval that saw most of the leading figures, Pancho 
Villa, Carranza, Huerta, Obregon, Zapata and others fighting each other at 
one time or another. Carranza eventually emerged as the most powerful fig- 
ure of the early revolution. As de facto president in 1916 he convened a 
constitutiomal convention. Obregon became Mexico's first elected president 
in 1920 bringing the most disasterous but significant decade in their his- 

ry to a close. 


After Madero returned and was elected president Pancho Villa, an out- 
law, was given a title and asked to participate in maintaining order. His 
areas of influence were Aguascalientes, Chihuahua, Durango and Jalisco in 
northern and north-central Mexico. After Madero was betrayed and brutally 
murdered in 1913, Villa became a persuasive leader and issued the first 
coinage of the revolution, the Parral series as well as the Army of the 
North pesos. These coins helped to recruit soldiers because of the ability 
to pay in metal coinage instead of worthless paper. The Parral series was 
struck at Parral, Chihuahua in 1913 in denominations of two centavos in 
copper and fifty centavos and one peso in silver. The metal for the two 
centavo piece was obtained from thé trolley wires of the Parral-Santa Bar- 
bara Railway. These were crudely struck with noticable die breaks and the 
date was effected by a series of dots (stippling effect). Conversely the 
1915 Constitutionalist Army five and ten centavos were much better struck. 

The fifty centavo and one peso coins were struck from "unparted bullion" 
and contained an appreciable amount of gold. 


Aguascalientes coinage was authorized also with a series of coins from 
one to twenty centavos all dated 1915. By this time there was a lack of 
Silver and the bulk of these coin were struck incopper. Silver coins of 
this series are considered rare. 


Durango coinage authorized by Villa were one to five centavos very 
crudely struck in copper, brass and lead with numerous varieties. Included 
this series were a one and five centavo piece in aluminum and brass 
spectively, struck rather well by an unknown source in Denver, Colorado. 
Also the 'Muera Huerta" (Death to Huerta)@€futhorized during the 1913-14 
gtrugéle to unseat Victoriano Huerta. Huerta in response ordered the execu- 
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tion of anyone caught with the coin in his possession. 


Villa in an effort to involve President Carranza's government in 
international difficulties massacred 18 American miners in Mexico and on 
March 9, 1916, conducted a raid at Columbus, New Mexico where 17 Americans 
were killed, thus precipitating the armed intervention of United States 
soldiers under General "Blackjack" Pershing. He eluded the U.S. troops but 
lost favor with his supporters and retired to a ranch where he was slain 
in 1924 by hired assassins. 


Emiliano Zapata's major area of influence was in the south and south- 
central states of Guerrero, Mexico, Morelos and Puebla. Zapata was a peasant 
who raised an army and raided sugar plantations. He was the least self- 
seeking of the revolutionaries and stuck stubbornly to his one demand, land 
for the indians. 

In Guerrero, Zapata's forces operated seven different mints, striking 
coins from two centavos to $¥wo pesos with the rarest coin being the 1915 
two pesos of the city of Suriana which sold for $23,000 in the Superior 
Galleries, June 1978, Munoz, Part #1 Sale (The Bothamely Specimen). 

Coins were struck for the cities of Atlixtac, Cacahuatepec, Cacalotepec, 
Campo Morado, Chilpamcingo, Suriana and Taxco. These coins exhibit all of 
the failings to be expected of a coinage struck by inexperienced workers 

der bad conditions. The series abounds with double and partial impres- 

ons, misspelledwords and omissions. The planchets have a weight variation 
Of as much as 300 percent. 

In Mexico the crude coins struck have examplesof incuse lettering with 
some being hand-stamped. The five centavos of Toluca City in this province 
was made of grey cardboard. 

In Morelos, Zapata made his headquarters and operated two mints prod- 
ucing the same crude coinage with examples from two centavos to one peso, 

Zapata was finally lured into a trap by a luncheon invitation and 
treacherously slain. 

IN the state of Puebla Zapata's forces were seen occasionally but the main 
coin issuing force was the Madero Brigade which was active until two years 
after the death of Madero. Denominations were two to twenty centavos, again 
crudely struck and they saw limited circulation. These were struck for the 
cities of Chiconcuatla and Tetela Del Oro Y Ocampo. 


The most interesting coinage of revolutionary Mexico were the coins of 
the state of Sinaloa. These were crude sand-cast using regular ROX BSXAKH 
20 and 50 centavos as well as one peso coins to prepare the mold. 


The last of the revolutionary Mexican coinage was issued by a provi- 
Sional government in the state of Oaxaca. This is the mostprolific series 
of the revolution with most of the coins bearing the portrait of Benito 
Juarez. There are ten variations of the bust of Juarez, most having to do 
with variations in the lapels and truncation. Another oddity in striking 
is the one and three centavos which were struck on rectangular copper plan- 

ets. The presentation cover depicts the 60 pesos of this state struck in 
4 gold. which is considered rare. 
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Revolutionary Currency 


Currency printed on paper, pasteboard or cloth was issued in at least 

5) different places by governments, states, municipalities, military author- 
ities and private institutions in the amount of at least ten billion pesos. 

Most of the notes were not worth the material on which they were printed, 

IN August 1913, Huerta seized the assets of the banks and granted them 
permission to issue notes unbacked by specie or meaningful guarantee. These 
notes were simply "printing press money". This was at a time when "hard 
money'' was increasingly difficult to obtain, 


The first issue of paper money by the revolutionaries Opposed to Huerta 
was on April 26, 1913 by the decree of Carranza, then governor of Coahuila, 
Carranza authorized other leaders to do the same. This caused a flood of 
paper money,too much for any future government to redeem. 


Pancho Villa succumbed to the lure of "printing press money" on Decem- 
ber 10,°-1913lesuing. at Chihuahua, more than one million pesos. These be- 
came known as "Sabanas Villistas" (Villa's Bedsheets) and were worthless, 


The people accepted almost anything in preference to revolutionary 
notes. Examples are, checks drawn by one bank on another and small fiduciary 
ills circulated by merchants and small businesses. 

As towns were taken, lost and retaken, the leaders of the controlling 
faction imposed their notes as the chief form of acceptable currency. To 
demonstrate their authority, the new faction leaders revalidated existing 
notes by marking them "revalidado". The value of these notes is determined 
by the number and combination of the marks. Revalidations on notes issued 
by banks are frequently perforated. 


Great numbers of fractional money were printed on pasteboard in one 
centavo to five peso denominationd. These were issued by the various Mex- 
ican states and by merchants who would redeem them for merchandise. 

These pasteboards are usually one by two inches in size, about the size 
of a theater ticket.
